Free  to  be  what  we  need  to  be 


Senioritis 


Contrary  to  the  opinion  of  most.  Advanced  Senior  Apathy, 
commonly  called  "senioritis"  is  no  laughing  matter.  Rather,  it  is 
a  deadly  disease  that  affects  thousands  of  people  throughout  the 
country,  including  close  to  100%  of  the  seniors  at  West  Chester 
State  College.  It  is  a  disease  that  can  impair,  cripple,  and  kill.  It 
impairs  concentration  to  the  point  where  simple  tasks  become 
increasingly  difflcult.  It  severly  cripples  one's  academic  output, 
until  it  reaches  the  "bare  minimum"  or  2.0  line.  And  it  can  kill 
one's  motivation  as  effectively  as  Kate  Smith  stepping  on 
cockroaches. 

Senioritis  is  technically  classiried  as  a  social  disease,  as  many 
of  its  victims  congregate  in  groups,  causing  mass  academic  out- 
put and  motivation  to  nosedive  to  incrediable  lows.  Although 
seen  mainly  in  college  students,  the  disease  has  taken  a  severe 
toll  in  high  schools,  and  also,  has  recently  dipped  even  to  eighth 
grade  elementary  classes.  This  disease  is  usually  divided  into 
four  stages  according  to  the  time  of  year  felt.  These  stages  in- 
crease with  severity. 

The  flrst  stage  is  the  "On  the  top  of  the  world"  stage,  and  is 
usually  seen  in  people  in  the  late  summer  and  early  fall  at  the 
start  of  senior  year.

Academic  performance  and  motivation  is  still  relatively  high  in 
this  stage,  for  the  victim  believes  that  this  year  can  be  the  best 
used  to  prepare  themselves  for  life  after  senior  year.  This  stage 
of  the  disease  is  often  harmless  enough  to  go  unnoticed. 

The  second  stage  is  the  "All  this  garbage  is  really  starting  to 
bug  me"  stage  and  usually  starts  in  mid-fall  and  lasts  until  fmal 
exams  of  the  fall  semester.  In  this  stage,  the  victim  starts  to 
show  a  greatly  increased  interest  in  many  of  the  Fine  Arts  (In- 
tro, to  Film,  Photography,  Intro,  to  Art  and  Painting, 
Ceramics,  and  Understanding  Music)  as  well  as  increased  in- 
terest in  Alcoholism  and  Short  Story  with  Dr.  West.  This  trend 
can  be  seen  from  the  courses  seniors  sign  up  for  during  fall 
registration  for  spring  semester.  Oddly  enough,  also  during  this 
time,  the  victim  also  starts  to  receive  sporadic  cravings  for  many 
junk  foods,  such  as  beer,  liquor,  potato  chips,  pretzels,  and 
Courtyard  pitchers.  These  cravings  usually  occur  late  in  the 
week  (especially  Thursday  nights)  and  intensify  in  length  and 
frequency  as  senior  year  progresses.  Academic  performance, 
although  still  somewhat  high,  starts  its  precipitious  drop  in  this 
stage. 

Stage  three,  or  the  "This  is  my  last  chance  for  a  decent  holi- 
day and  I'm  really  going  to  get  partied-out"  stage,  is  the  only 
stage  which  occurs  entirely  in  a  non-academic  period.  It  is  the 
most  social  of  the  stages,  with  the  victims  spending  much  of  their 
time  in  very  non-productive  pastimes,  such  as  relaxing  and  par- 
tying. During  this  time,  the  victim  will  go  to  social  events,  only 
at  certain  times  and  for  certain  occasions  such  as  "it's  Tuesday 


afternoon  and  I  haven't  partied  in  over  four  hours,"  or  "the 
Flintstones  are  coming  on,  let's  have  a  party!"  Academic  perfor- 
mance is  immeasurable  during  this  period,  mainly  because  vic- 
tims forget  that  they  must  still  finish  a  semester  in  college  before 
graduation  (this  disillusion  sometimes  lasts  right  up  to 
graduation). 

Stage  four,  the  "Let's  get  this  over  with"  stage,  is  the  most 
severe,  most  crippling,  and  most  deadly  of  the  stages.  In  this 
stage,  academic  performance  and  motivation  reach  a  bare 
minimum,  with  courses  such  as  a  "Senior  Seminar"  often  taking 
much  of  the  crunch  of  this  lack  of  motivation.

Juniors  who  have  an  insationable  craving  for  five  easy  Fine  Arts 
courses  are  definitely  early  victims  and  should  receive  im- 
mediate help.  And  sophomores  who  decide  to  party  because 
ground  beef  has  dropped  to  89  cents  a  pound  at  the  corner  A&P 
may  be  already  advanced  enough  into  the  early  stages  to  be 
deemed  terminal. 

If  you  see  a  senior  in  the  hall  who  is  obviously  suffering  from 
the  disease,  do  not  harass  him  about  not  having  any  work  to  do, 
nor  should  you  drill  him  with  questions  on  future  plans.  Instead, 
try  to  make  him  comfortable:  hand  him  a  beer  and  a  frisbee, 
carry  his  books,  and  try  to  get  him  to  the  nearest  party  as  soon 
as  possible.

West  Chester's  most  recent  land  acquisition  is 
Welkinweir,  the  166-acre,  northern  Chester  County  estate 
which  was  presented  to  the  college  as  a  gift  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Everett  G.  Rodebaugh. 

The  stone  mansion  at  Welkinweir  dates  back  to  1750 
with  an  1800  addition  as  well  as  a  wing  added  in  1940. 
Filled  with  a  remarkable  collection  of  historically  valuable 
books,  antiques  and  objects  d'art,  the  residence  is  now  used 
for  concerts,  seminars  and  conferences. 

Highlights  from  among  the  contents  include  numerous 
authenticated  Chester  County  pieces  of  furniture,  an  E.  M. 
Skinner  Automatic  Pipe  Organ  (one  of  only  five  still  in  ex- 
istence in  working  order  in  the  country),  a  Mason  & 
Hamlin  Piano,  antique  clocks,  an  English  silver  collection, 
and  a  variety  of  oriental  rugs. 

Welkinweir's  grounds  contain  a  six-acre,  man  made  lake 
and  seven  ponds;  lawns;  forrested  areas;  and  unusual 
plantings.  Access  to  the  Appalachian  Trail  can  be  made 
from  the  Horseshoe  Trail  which  passes  through  the 
property.
